Monitoring system helps track the trials

old caseload monitoring system is 

f moving to be a major asset to 
daho judges coming to grips with 
an ever-increasing workload. 

The system, known as CLASS 
(Caseload Analysis Support 
System), relies on a computer 
housed within the administrative 
offices of the Idaho Supreme 
Court. Through it, a monthly re- 
port of caseloads is prepared for 
_ each of the 29 district] udges and 76 
magistrate judges in Idaho's seven 
■Judicial districts. 



The process records all court 
cases filed m Idaho courts and 
tracks them through disposition. 
Judgment, sentencing and appeal. 

S ii fh in form ation., is n eces sa ry 
* for court administrators 16 coordi- 
nate a caseload tha^s more than 
doubled in the past 10 years. In 
1971, Just under 140.000 cases were 
fded. statewide. By 1979. the 
number of f ilings tall ied 31 1 ,7 14. 

Of those, 119,000 cases were 
concluded in 1971 and 304.093 cases 
were resolved in 1979. 

Officials say the increase, part of 
an ongoing, nationwide trena since 
' the end of World War II, can be 
attributed to the following factors: .

SEATTLE - (UPI) - - Pacific 
Northwest nvers swollen by rain and 
melting snow receded slowly Satur- 
day. 

But not before their surging flood 
waters washed away more than a 
dozen homes in Washington slate and 
forced hundreds of persons to flee. 
Two. deaths have been reported-in 
Oregon. 

The raging Skykomish River 
washed out one of two major streets 
and carved a new. route-through the 
the tiny western Washington town of 
Index, which with the town of Sultan 
bore the brunt of the flooding. 
- "In a few minutes, the water was a 
foot deep around my house, then it 
was coming into the living room," 
said Al Holt who was marooned in his 
house m Sultan with his wife, four 
children and his wife's parents for 
five hours until help arrived. 

"The phone would Still work. SO I 
called the Sultan Fire Department," 
Holt said. "By the time they could 
reach me in rowboats. the nearest dry 
land was three blocks away and the 
current was so swift, one boat nearly 
capsized." 

John D. Cochran, 31, Parkdale. 
Ore., drowned Thursday ' when his 
mobile home was washed into a creek 
near Hood River. Evelyne Melich, 35, 
Elkton, Ore., was' fatally injured 
Christmas Day when a mud slide 
forced *her ear off a highway a mile 
west of Scottsburg. Ore.

only occasional showers were 
expected in Western Washington until 
Sunday, promising some relief for 
areas hardest hit by flooding. 

Snohomish and Skagit counties in 
northwest Washington, which had 
declared civil emergencies and 
rushed hundreds of volunteers to the 
nvers with sand bag.i to shore up the 
banks, reported easing flood condi- 
tions Saturday. 

"It's nowhere near as bad as 
forecast Friday." said Jack Rafter*— 
Skagit County assistant director for 
public works. 

"The water has receded some, and 
it looks like we're getting it under 
control," said Susan Chatlos. a volun- 
teer at the emergency flood center at 
the Index Elementary School. 

But officials ordered the emergency 
evacuation Saturday of Ebby Island, 
a residential and agricultural area 
Just east of Everett, Wash., because of 
failing dikes along the Snohomish 
River. 

The towns of Index and Sultan 
suffered the worst damage from flood 
waters when the Skykomish River 
washed away about 14 houses. 

•'Apparently, a hill collapsed and 
knocked the houses into the nver," 
said Tom Lewis, spokesman for the 
Snohomish County Emergency 
Services Department. 

The pipeline that supplies water to 
Index was washed out and the town 
was rationing its two 50-gallon drums , 
of emergency water while repairs * 
were made Saturday.

Carter's shoulder 
broken in ski fall 



WASHINGTON lUPI) - President 
Carter broke his left collarbone while 
cross-country skiing at Camp David 
Saturday. 

Ifis injured shoulder was put in a 
harness he must wear for the re- 
mainder of his term. 

"The president was in considerable 
pain." said deputy White House press 
secretary Rex Granum. 

Granum. said Carter was skiing 
down a slope on a nature trail behind 
the historic Aspen Lodge on three 
inches of snow when his ski caught on 
So — 1 — a-rodc- a ndhefell onhrateft elbowand - 
shoulder. 

Carter went skiing for the first time 
this winter early Saturday morning at 
Camp David for an hour to 90 minutes, 
then decided to go out again in the 
afternoon, Granum said. Mrs. Carter 
was skiing too, he said. 

Granum said Carter, suffering "a 
great deal of pain." was taken back to 
the lodge where Rear Adm. William 
Lukashrthe president's physician, put 
his arm in a sling and immobilized his 
shoulder. 

He was flown in a helicopter to 
Bethesda Naval Medical Center for 



treatment and left about an hour later 
with his arm inasling. 

Granum quoted Lukash as saying 
the president suffered a fracture of 
the medial aspect of (he left clavicle, 
the area closest to the breastbone. 

He said Lukash placed the president 
in a ftgure-of-eight harness, which 
pulls his arms back into position and 
is looped around each shoulder. His 
left arm was placed m a sling.. 

Granum said Carter "has been 
given some pain medication, and 
probably will require additio nal med- 
ication for the~nexrday orso" 

Lukash estimated the president will 
have to be in the harness for the next 
six to eight weeks - long after he 
leaves office Jan. 20. Since the presi- 
dent is right-handed, the fracture will 
not impede his ability to write or 
shake hands. 

"We don't expect much curtailment 
of his activities," Granum said. "He 
told Lukash he still expects to go to 
the Sugar Bowl" in New Orleans on 
New Year's Day.

Mohammad All Rajai warned Satur- 
day that the 52 captives "will never be 
released" unless the United States 
responds loTehran'sdemands.

At the same time. Secretary of State 
Muskie and his deputy. Warren 
Christopher, met three Algerian dip- 
lomats acting as intermediaries be- 
tween the United States to discuss a 
formal reply to the Iranian demands. 
Iran also released what it said were 
"two. of. the. U.S. . replies, to .Iranian 
demands for freeing the hostages, 
which Ra]ai said made it seem 
Washington had accepted the condi- 
tions, but only in pnnciple; 
The latest hostage film, the third to 



be transmitted m three days, showed 
12 hostages, nine of whom delivered 
messages to their families, according 
to CBS News which transmitted the 
film from Iran. 

Iran also released a photograph 
showing the three hostages who were 
captured in the Foreign Ministry. 

Like the-eariier-footage- which- 
snowed 26 of the hostages, the cap- 
tives on the new film extended holiday 
greetings to their families and friends 
and thanked Americans for support- 
ing them during their 420-day ordeal. 

Eleven of the 49 hostages held at an 
undisclosed location remained unseen 
in tapes.- allhough-the. Algerian am- 
bassador to Iran reported Friday that 
he had visited all 52 hostages and 
found them in good health. ~ 

CBS said it was told by the Iranians 
at the other end that the eleven 



hostages did not appear because (hey 
did not want to. 

The 12 hostages seen on film Satur- 
day were in a different room than the 
other 26 and they apparently- were 
among the Americans who met with 
two Iranian Protestant ministers for 
C hristmas services. 

The two ministers also were shown 
and Ihey fold each: group they hoped 
the hostages' ordeal would soon be 
over and that they would like to visit 
them again. 

The latest film was transmitted by 
satellite just hours after Rajai sum- 
moned foreign diplomats based in 
Tehran for a special briefing; "-* 
—Iranian sources reached by UPI in 
London said Rajai presented a 
"tough" Iranian position on the 
hostages.

Shuttle moves toward launch Monday 



CAPE CANAVERAL, Fla. (UP1) - 
Columbia, the reuseable rocket 
freight plane the United States hopes 
will turn space into a vast .industrial 
and scientific workshop, takes a big 
step toward launch Monday. 

The event — two years behind 
schedule — is the rollout of the Space 
Shuttle to the Apollo moon rocket 
launch pad.

LOS ANGELES IUPI1 — A series of 
coldblooded murders have sent a 
winter chill through this sun drenched 
city. 

And psychologists fear the trend of 
senseless killings committed by 
^IwallEing.Ume bombs'-could spread 
across the nation. 

As the New-Year approaches, resi- 
dents or the country s third largest 
city are scared. Not only are 
homicides at an all-time high - up 20 
percent over last year - but it also 
appears that the long held idea that 
cooperative. victims are less likely to 
be harmed has been shattered. 

In recent months, Los Angeles has 
been shaken by a senseless series of 
violent crime: 

.•Two men rob a young editorial 
writer and her male escort at gun- 
point as they leave a restaurant. The 
man hands over the money. Neither 
victim resists, but one robber shoots 
and kills the woman. 
•Two masked men enter a coffee 
- shop and steal the receipts and valu L 
ables from employees and customers. 
Before leaving, the suspects herd 11 
people into a walk-in refrigerator and 
open fire, killing three and wounding 
sue. 

•A pair of young robbers rampage 
through a — quiet residential 
neighborhood and gun down four 
persons out for an evening's stroll. 
Only one is robbed. 

■A nurse on her way to work is 
abducted screaming by three young 
men who lump into her pickup truck 
at a red light. She is robbed, raped 
and beaten to death. Police arrest 
three supects because a teen-ager 
returned to his neighborhood and 
"bragged" about the killing. 

Psychologists say Southern 
California's climate is at least 
partially to blame for the senseless 
killings but the slayings also repre- 
sent a trend they fear may spread 
through the nation.

"They know their 
neighbors understand what it is to be 
blind." 

There's a feeling of security in their 
apartment, the couplesaid. 

"In most places, a blind person 
always feels a sense of hazard, Mrs. 
Selis said. 

But at Selis Manor, there are "panic 
buttons" in each apartment room that 
hook up to the office of the security 
guard.

Afghan refugees storm 
Soviet's Iran embassy 



By United Press International 

Afghan refugees stormed the Soviet 
Embassy m Tehran Saturday and 
burned the Soviet flag m a violent 
protest on the first anniversary of the 
Russian invasion of Afghanistan. 

Demonstrations also were mounted 
in India and West Germany. 

Iran's official Pars news agency 
said scores of members of the Front 
for the Liberation of Afghanistan, 
shouting "Russia will be defeated," 
entered the grounds of the Soviet 
Embassy in Tehran. 

"They pulled down the Soviet flag 
and burned it and installed the picture 
oHmam -Khomeini on the -gate of the 
embassy," Pars said. 

The protesters condemned "the 
occupation of their country by Soviet 
troops," Pars said. Another protest 
was imported in Mashad. near the 



Afghan border. 

The Soviet news agency Tass said 
the demonstrators who stormed the 
Embassy were "hooligan-type ele- 
ments whose actions have been obvi- 
ously inspired by reactionary forces." 

A two-sentence dispatch said. 
"Thugs forced their way into the 
reception hall of the Embassy and 
inflicted a considerate materia] 
damage." ' 

The Soviet Union earlier called 
criticism of its occupation a "slander- 
ous hullaballoo" and said its 85,000 



troops in Afghanistan were Just de- 
fending the nation against "an un- 
declared war" by the United States 
and China. • 

Islamic leaders told more than 3,000 
people the Soviet occupation of 
Afghanistan was "a godless tyrrany" 
and called for the Moslem world to 
help the A fghan rebels.- _

"anguished" year to say his thoughts 
were with the "millions of Arghans 
who suffer from the foreign occupa- 
tion.**

Northern lights^visible 
over U.S., experts say 



Artificial heart ready for human test 

SALT LAKE CITY lUP]) — • A 
researcher who helped implant an 
artificial heart in a calf that has lived 
a record 223 days. sa\m his team is 
ready to lest a similar man-made 
organ in a human being. 

Tennyson, a Jersey calf named 
after the poet Alfred Lord Tennyson, 
broke the former record for living 
with an artificial heart Friday night, 
when he passed the 222-day mark. 

■ Biologist Larry Hastings, a 
member of the team conducting the 

■ ■ expenment : at the University ofnJtah - 

- Artificial Organs Center, said the 
dacron-mesh-and-polyurethajie heart, 
named the Jarvik No. 5 after designer 
Dr. Robert Jarvik of the university 
team, is similar to the Jarvik No. 7, 
designed for use in humans. 

The team of 100 doctors, biologists 
and engineers involved in the 
experiment hopes to test the smaller 
Jarvik 7 on a human recipient "in the 

- verynearruture,"Hastingssaid. 

A university panel already is re- 
viewing the team's request for a 
human implant operation. 

The team believes the Jarvik 7 
organ will ultimately be used to keep 
a heart patient alive long enough for 
doctors (o locate a human heart for a 
transplant operation.

IOWA CITY. Iowa fUPI) - A 
University of Iowa physicist says the 
northern fights are m the middle of an 
active phase, so there will be a good 
chance to see the d tspl ay o ver much o f 
the United States for the next several 
years. 

"The sunspot cycle is now at a 
maximum in a period that takes 11 
years," said Donald Gumett, who 
accompanied U of I colleague Roger 
Anderson to a conference this sum- 
mer in Alaska on the aurora borcalis 
— the proper name for the lights. 

"For the next two or three years, we 
should have a good opportunity to see 
the northern lights, Gumett said.-- 
-The-wrthennrghls are bands or 
streamers of light. The lights can be 
yellow, red. violet or white. 

Anderson said the number of nights 
during which an aurora can be seen 
vanes from place to place and de- 
pends on several factors. The most 



mportant factors are distance from 
the magnetic poles and the amount 
and strength of solar activity. 

Anderson said the best time to look 
for the northern lights is one or 'two 
days after a solar eruption, which 
usually are publicized m news re- 
ports. The northern lights become 
brighter and move to the south follow- 
ing solar storms. 

When sunspots and solar flares 
erupt, they send electrons and ions - 
charged particles - hurtling through 
space, when the particles reach 
Earth, they encounter- the 
doughnut-shaped Van Allen radiation . . 
belts, the holes of which are center 
over the poles. 

The particles spiral down the mag- 
netic field lines to about 33 to 600 miles 
above the surface where they collided 
with atoms of nitrogen ana oxygen, 
which give off light.

High costs cut profit margin 

Twin Falls cab service will close

TWIN FALLS - Cabs will cruise 
Twin Fnlls for the last time Dec. 
"31. • ■ •-• • - 

Wayne Steele, owner of the city's 
only taxi service, said his un- 
ion-Yellow Cab Co. will fold at 

midnight on the last day of the year 
because he's losing money. 

Nationwide, insurance, gas. re- 
pairs and other costs of doing 
business are suffocating small cab 



companies such as his. Steele said 
He considers himself fortunate lo 
be bowing out with an intact 
ledger. 

"A lot or them are going broke," 
he said.. "This company- is -not " 
" broke." 

But operating cabs in Twin Falls 
hasn't been particularly lucrative 
since he entered the business seven 

fs ago. Marginal returns 
me even more so during the 
year, and losses of 53.500 over 
ast three months accentuated 
the bleakness. 



"In 1974. gas was 33 cents a 
gaHori,"'he said. "Look at it now. 
In 1974, I paid $900 a cab for 
$300,000 worth of public liability 
insurance, property damage and 
collision insurance. Now 1 pay 
51.200 a cab for 5100.000 in property 
and liability insurance, No col- 
lision." 

With a public gone lawsuit 
happy, Steele said, he can't toler- 
ate operating a cab with Just 
5100,000 coverage. However, that's 
the maximum protection offered 
by the nation's lone company han- 



dling laxt accounts, - " ■ 

Increasing fares wouldn't make 
the cab company any more viable, 
said Steele, maintaining thai 
"every time you raise the fares, 
you put lite service out of reach for " 
a few more people." 

Fares are $1 for the first 
Quarter-mile plus SI. 10 per mile. • 
The average Union-Yellow pas- 
senger pays 52 to $3 for a ride, he 
said. 

The Trans IV bus service,- new to - 
the Magic Valley this year, might 
have lured a few cab passengers. 



Steele said, but he added U s tiara 
to Judge the overall impact.

Identifying them focal point of some efforts at .Snake River research center

K1MBERLY - Some research 
at the Snake River Conservation

Without such research, said 
Doral Kemper, director of the U.S. 
Department of Agriculture Science 
and Education Administration's 
Kirnberly research center, the 
work gOJngj)n_there.today_mighL 
lead lo nothing except solutions to 
old problems by the time it was 
finished. Part of his Job is to see 
tot doesn't happen. 



Kemper came to the center 
about a 18 months ago, after more 
than 20 years as a research scien- 
tist and research director at Col- 
orado State University m Ft. Col- 
lins, Colo. He also spent a few 
years working in Israel, Australia 
and Pakistan. 

Hts specialty is research in- 
volving irrigation systems, plant 
nutnents and soil salts. Kemper 
said. However, he is now becoming 
a specialist in energy conservation 

alarms, too.... 

"At the moment, we see the 
biggest Job to be done as meeting 
the energy crisis that's devel- 
oping." Kemper said. "It will be a 
fact of life that will be with us for 
the next generation." 

Increases in farm productivity 
have always been based on in- 
creased use of energy, he said. 
That allowed a farmer to get more 
wort done. With energy costs 

-earpeeted^tDCTeaw. rapidly over 
the next decade, agnculture's 
productivity is threatened. 

-' -'-'Our challenge is to give farm- 
ers energy saving alternatives for 
getting the same amounl or work 
done. I see that as the goal of this 
research station,'' Kemper said. 

The transition from research 
aimed primarily at soil and water 
conservation lo research that also 
includes energy conservation ac- 
tually began at the Kirnberly 
center more than five years ago. 
Kemper gives credit to former_ 
center director Marvin Jensen for 
changing the direction of the 
center's work. 

Soil and water conservation 
~TJovetail neatly with energy con- 
servation, Kemper - saidV For 
example, Allan Humpherys and 
Bob WorsteU have been working on 
automated surface irrigation 

tfrms fnr rpvphiI years'. When 



energy savings potential of their 
work is substantial. 

The automated .systems will 
allow some farmers to replace 
energy intensive sprinkler irriga- 
tion systems with low-energy, 
automated surface irrigation 
systems. Automated surface ir- 
rigation combines the labor 
savings and even-water applica- 
tion of sprinkler systems with the 
energy savings of gravity-flow ir- 
rigation. 

The benefits from even water 
distribution alone,_w hich ca n in 
crease crop production 10 to 2C 
percent from ordinary surface ir- 
rigation, make the system 
worthwhile, Kemper said. He is 
even thinking of installing one on 
some land he owns near Twin 
Falls. 

The energy savings over 

sprinkler irrigation is a bonus, but 
a substantial one. It takes about six 
tunes as much energy lo pump 
irrigation water through a 
sprinkler system as a farmer wil4 
use in all his tractors and other 
farm equipment, Kemper said. 

The auto mated, surface irriga- 
tion system is ready Tor farmers to 
use, Kemper said. Several will be 
installed on farms in Utah next 
year. He also said he is looking for 
a few local farmers who want to 
use the system so researchers can 
watch how it works in field condi- 
tions and make further refine- 
ments. 

Kemper places a high priority on 
research like the automated ir- 

- rigalion system that can be used 
by local farmers. It's hkea football 
game, he said.

WASHINGTON ft/PIl - The 1981 
winter wheat crop planted this fall is 
estimated at a record 1.98 billion 
bushels. 

That is 5 percenl more than the 
record 1980 harvest, the Agriculture 
Department said. 

With prices above year-earlier 
levels at seeding time, larmers 
seeded a record 63.9 million acres. 1 1 
percent more acreage than a year 
earlier and 5percent above a previous 
record of 61.2 million acres seeded in 
the fall of 1949. 

The estimate was Ihe first official 
indication of the size of the winter 
wheat crop, which is planted in the 
laJl and harvested in spring and 
summer. It mnkes up about three- 
fourths of the nation's wheat crop. 

The first official-estimate of the 
spring wheat crop. planiM itrspriiiil 
and harvested in fall, will not be 
released until next July, 

The 1961 winter wheat crop in 
Kansas, the leading state, was 
estimated at 420 million bushels, the 
same as this year. 

Winter wheat acreage was in- 
creased an average of II percent in 
the Midwest, with a sharp 12 percent 
increase in Minnesota 

Acreage was reduced in much of the 
West, but was increased by 19 percent 
in California. Texas acreage was up 
13 percent. Acreage in the Northeast 
and South rose 20percetil. 

"Most of the Great Plains, needed 
additional moisture (or good germina- 
tion and growth," the department's 
Crop Reporting Board said. 

The record 1980 winler wheal crop 
was 1,89 billion bushels and this year's 
entire wheat crop, also a record, was 
2JLbuTjon_liusheIs.- the . departmenL. 
saidoa Jtilfinal esumatejltii e s i ze . of . 
this year's wheal crop. 

The most recenLforecast, issued in- 
October, had placed Jhe combmwJ 
wheat crop at 2.36 billion bushels. 

The entire wheat harvest was II 
percenl greater and the winter wheat 
crop was 18 percenl greater than the 
1979 harvest. 

.Wheat product ion_set.a_rccordJc-_ 
spite this summer's drought, which 
reduced the size of other major row 
crops. Supplies of wheal, a major, 
grain for human-consumption; are 
more plentiful- than feed grams used 
forlivestockfeed. 

For winter and spring wheat com- 
bined, national average yield was 33.4 
bushels per acre. A record national 
average yield of 34.2 bushels per acre 
was set in 1979. 

The final estimate of production or 
durum wheat,- which is used (or 
spaghetti and other pasta, was urn 
million bushels, up 2 percenl from last 
year, and the fina l~c3timatc"forot her 
spring wheat was 370 million bushels, 
down 13 percent.

Agriculture's good year. cushions blow dealtto-manufacturing segment of area economy.

The farm dollars also did not 
lessen the jolt from the closing of 
the Kellwood Co. hosiery plant or 
the weakness m some of the other 
local manufacturing plants. 

The result was lower employ-

. the economy and businesses where 
only steady or slightly increased 
sales were the rule and profits 

-were down because of.the_soanng,_ 

.business costs. 

It wasn't a bad year - especially 
in comparison to what businesses 
in other oarts of the state and the 
country faced. It just wasn't a good 

• year. 

"It's like being hit with 12-ounce 
(boxing) gloves instead of 16-ounce 
gloves;' said Craig Hobdey. Twin 
Falls labor market analyst for the 
state Department of Employment. 

Since the economy turned down 
tn a year when farmers saw some 
of the best agricultural prices 
ever, it means growth in the 
economy will have to come 
elsewhere.
